COMMITY AIRS 
CONCERNS AT

“Perhaps I’m oversensitive 
where our hospital is concerned,” 
said MLA Roy Brassard said as 
he welcomed a large crowd last 
Thursday evening. 

“If I’ve appeared upset over 
the last month, it’s because I am. 
And I don’t think I’m alone.” 

Area residents packed into the 
Memorial Complex Multi-Pur¬ 
pose Room expressed the depth 
of their concern through sheer 
numbers before the "open discus¬ 
sion" segment of the evening even 
began, with an attendance tally 
total estimated at over 600. 

Brassard went on to say that 
some maintained he was making 
a fuss over something he knew 
nothing about. 

“I accept that- that really has 
been my problem- I don’t know 
what’s going on, and I don’t think 
I’m alone there either.” 

After introducing the Region 
Health Authority board and ad¬ 
ministration representatives on 


the left side of the dais and the 
Community Task Force members 
seated on the right, Brassard de¬ 
livered an address that included 
a brief history of the origins of 
the 17 hospital boards that re¬ 
placed the preexisting 200 hospi¬ 
tal boards across the province. 
He went on to list personal con¬ 
cerns as well as issues brought to 
him by residents. 

These included: reduction of 
long term care beds, curtailment 
ofthe visiting physician program, 
and program terminations, fail¬ 
ure to track charges intended to 
follow the patient, a balance sheet 
showing the Didsbury hospital 
operating at a loss and reported 
layoffs. 

A memo issued by Doreen 
McKinnon, Vice President of 
Health Services on February 7 
defined the staffing changes as 
follows: 

No staff changes recorded in 
the Continuing Care sector.

RCMP detachment 
relocation revisited

Another page was turned Febru¬ 
ary 4 in the latest chapter of the saga 
of the town’s quest for a new RCMP 
detachment site. 

The Town ofDidsbury began their 
search for a viable and affordable 
site to relocate the local RCMP de¬ 
tachment over ayear ago. The build¬ 
ing currently utilized is cramped 
and features a lone jail cell. With 
court proceedings cancelled in Olds 
and Sundre and moved to Didsbury, 
additional cells and office space would 
be welcome. 

When the Health Unit moved out 
of their former quarters in the same 
building complex which houses the 
provincial court house, the town 
viewed the site as a potential new 
home for the local constabulary. 

The judicial system expressed 
reservations, with Justice Minister 
Brian Evans explaining that proto¬ 
col established in the 1970s deter¬ 
mining that police detachments and 
court buildings were to be housed 
separately to avoid any suggestion 


the system had been compromised. 

On February 4, a contingent from 
Didsbury consisting of CAO Evan 
Parliament, Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Officer Robert Wigg, and 
Mayor Ray Lea, accompanied by 
MLA Roy Brassard, met with the 
Justice Minister. 

“He was very receptive,” Parlia¬ 
ment said, explaining that the final 
decision rests with Chief Provincial 
Court Judge, Ed Wachowich, not 
with the Justice Minister. 

Parliament said that while 
Hanna’s court house and police bar¬ 
racks occupy the same building the 
difference is that other offices are 
also located at the site. 

“In Hanna, there are other gov¬ 
ernment offices that show separa¬ 
tion, it’s not just the court house and 
the RCMP,” Parliament explained. 

Parliament said the plan submit¬ 
ted to Evans at the meeting made 
provisions for similar inclusion of 
additional departments in 
Didsbuiy’s proposal.

due to a widespread outbreak of 
the Norwalk virus. 

Responding to questions about 
current manifestation of the dis¬ 
ease, Dr. Margaret Russell, Medi¬ 
cal Officer of Health for Regional 
Health Authority 5, issued the 
following information in a press 
release Monday afternoon. 

There have been several cases 
of vomiting and diarrhea among 
long term care residents of the 
Didsbury Hospital since January, 
1997. This has been caused by 
Norwalk virus, a virus that is cir¬ 
culating in the community and 
regularly causes outbreaks of 
vomiting and diarrhea in the fall 
and winter. Typically a person 
has a very sudden onset of 
diarrhea and vomiting that lasts 
for one to three days with a rapid 
recovery. 

A total of 31 residents from 
three long term care units have 
been affected to date, but infec¬ 
tion control measures have been 
effective. Currently there are 
three persons on Unit 4 who are 
ill. There are no cases on the other 
units. Closure of the hospital is 
definitely not a potential issue. 

Infection control measures 
that have been instituted by the 
hospital include even more exten¬ 
sive cleaning than the usual high 
standards that are maintained, 
keeping staff working only on one 
unit. It has always been standard 
practice for staff to wash hands 
between patients and between 
units; however a more potent 
handwashing disinfectant than is 
usual has been used during the 
outbreak. 

Outbreaks of diarrhea and 
vomiting due to Norwalk and 
other viruses frequently occur in 
long term care institutions, and 
other long term care facilities in 
Alberta are currently having the 
same problem. Even with very 
careful and thorough infection 
control procedures in place, it is 
common for cases to continue to 
occur for three to six weeks. 

When viruses circulate in the 
community, it is common for visi¬ 
tors to introduce them to institu¬ 
tions. As the virus is spread by 
unwashed hands, all visitors are 
asked 1) not to visit if they them¬ 
selves are ill, and 2) to please 
carefully wash their hands when 
they enter the hospital.

In the Operating Room area 
McKinnon reported that “hours 
will be reduced according to num¬ 
bers of procedures booked. A Li¬ 
censed Practical Nurse (LPN) 
who works the equivalent of 1.5 
days per week in the operating 
room was laid off, however, this 
individual has moved into an¬ 
other position. 

If the Orthopedic Surgeons 
and Podiatrists decide not to con¬ 
tinue procedures for Health Au¬ 
thority 5 residents and surround¬ 
ing communities after April 30, 
1997, this would result in a 
monthly reduction of 148 Regis¬ 
tered Nurse (RN) hours.” 

In the Acute Care Unit, 
McKinnon said “reductions, 
based on activity level in com¬ 
parison to other areas within the 
region are: RN- 4.5 hours per 
day; LPN- 2.8 hours per day.” 

Brassard said Didsbury is 
dealing with a “Catch 22 situa¬ 
tion”: Currently there are not 
enough doctors to support a 50 
bed active hospital with two 
operating theatres. 

If the activity continues on a 
downward spiral, the Town of 
Didsbury will then have diffi¬ 
culty attracting doctors, com¬ 
pounding the problem. Brassard 
said it boiled down to a ‘use it or 
lose it’ scenario. 

Acting chairman, Terry 
Peterson was the first to speak 
on behalf of Regional Health Au¬ 
thority 5 (RHA5). Peterson said 
he was there to learn and prom¬ 
ised to compile a list of concerns 
he'd take back to the board and 
staff to “see what answers we 
can come up with.” 

Task Force chair Evan Par- 


pie outside of our region when 
that money, perhaps, should be 
going to people within our re¬ 
gion.” 

Layden said one of the board’s 
difficulties since its inception was 
to secure accurate data. Import/ 
Export data was simply not avail¬ 
able. 

Trust and confidence seemed 
to be at a low ebb. 

Didsbury resident Derek Lewis 
said he'd heard the board had 
turned down interim funding in¬ 
tended to temporarily fund pro¬ 
grams currently slated for cancel¬ 
lation. Chief Finance Officer 
Richard Becker assured him no 
funding had been turned down. 

"I'm sorry, but I find that very 
hard to believe," Lewis responded. 

Another question addressed pri¬ 
orities, asking why people’s jobs 
were being cut and beds being 
eliminated while money was be¬ 
ing invested in wage increases 
and capital purchases such as 
new vehicles. 

Garnet Whalen, also a resident 
of Didsbury, ques¬ 
tioned the board’s 
wisdom in shut¬ 
ting down a pro¬ 
gram just a few 
weeks prior to im¬ 
plementation of a 
new patient/fund 
tracking method 
due to commence 
in April. 

“IfDrumheller 
isn’t the answer,” 
he asked, "Why 
are we there," trig¬ 
gering another 
round of ap¬ 
plause, with the 


going down hill.” 

Layden went on to address the 
dearth of doctors in Didsbury. 

“Doctors are private entrepre¬ 
neurs that don’t go where we tell 
them,” Layden said. “They’re pri¬ 
vate individuals running a busi¬ 
ness on their own. They have 
their reasons for going where 
they do and not going where they 
do. It is very difficult to entice 
people into a rural area. It’s a fact 
of life that doctors who are com¬ 
ing out of school now want more 
than a living, they want a life. 
They don’t want to have the has¬ 
sle of being on call 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, 365 days a 
year. This affects where they go 
to practice... Some doctors are 
not willing to go to rural Alberta 
which puts a real strain on what 
we do in rural Alberta.” 

The most animated response 
of the night followed the words of 
the next speaker up to the micro¬ 
phone when he said: 

“My name is Dr. Mark Zivot. 
I’m one of the surgeons who comes 
from Calgary to provide service.” 


operatory use that will be going 
on now in Calgary.” 

Zivot said that with over 200 
surgeons vying for available op¬ 
erating room time slots, it will be 


difficult to meet the demand 
adding “it certainly won’t meet 
the demands that my patients 
have because the surgery that 
we do is more for quality of life 
rather than saving someone’s 
life.” 

Zivot advised Didsbury oper¬ 
ating room time has been cut 
back, causing doctors in Sundre 
to request that Zivot and his 
team apply for privileges at the 
Olds hospital because “they were 
tired of their patients having to 
wait to have surgery done at this 
hospital.” 

Zivot concluded by saying he 
and his colleagues had left mes¬ 
sages for McKinnon that were 
never responded to. 

McKinnon said she had not 
received the messages. 

Kerrie Paulson, a University 


of Calgary pre-med student from 
Didsbury said: “I have a very 
vested interest in this.” 

Paulson said she disagreed 
with the picture painted of a doc¬ 
tor having to 
be constantly 
on call, but re¬ 
gardless, she 
reminded those 
in attendance 
that the three 
Paramedics in 
Didsbury do 
face a heavy on- 
call load “and 
it doesn’t seem 
to be an issue 
with them.” 
Paulson ques¬ 
tioned the diffi¬ 
culty in track¬ 
ing funds con¬ 
cluding, “Per¬ 
sonally I think Didsbury is get¬ 
ting the crappy end of the stick.” 

Chief Finance Officer, Richard 
Becker, said tracking funds was 
not just a problem in RHA5, but 
was a difficulty faced by all re¬ 
gions in the province. 

Cuts reducing night shifts to two 
RN s generated numerous comments 
with several nurses and patients 
expressing concern that patient 
safety would be compromised. 

McKinnon said that Didsbury 
was moving into line with other 
patient workload/ nursing staff 
ratios in the region. 

Bill Cowan said the Task Force 
intended to follow up on inquiries 
recorded on the questionnaire dis¬ 
tributed and further intended to 
maintain an open dialogue with 
RHA5 board members into the 
future.

The same old song from the 
Wheat Board

Last week, the Canadian 
Wheat Board unveiled another 
"study" to prove that families are 
better off without the freedom to 
market their own barley. It's a 
repeat performance. Last year, 
the same thing happened with 
wheat, and the new "study" shows 
the same gaping holes. 

The authors of the report, The 
CWB and Barley Marketing-Price 
Pooling and Single Desk-Selling, 
offer a strange argument. They 
say that no reliable assessment of 
the CWB's alleged monopoly clout 
can be made without access to the 
Board's internal sales data. They 
criticize people who seek to prove 
otherwise by saying they don't 
have the facts. Only we have the 
information, so our conclusions 
are true. 

But nobody else is allowed to 
have the information. That's the 
problem. How can the conclu¬ 
sions, which, you guessed it, claim 
to show enormous price benefits 
for farmers under a single desk, 
be verified independently? They 
can't, because the Wheat Board 
shrouds its operations in secrecy. 
In the academic world, the fact 
alone would consign the "study" 
to the dustbin. 

Last summer, at the behest of 
Alberta's government, economists 
Carter and Loyns wrote a devas¬ 
tating critique of the Board's 
wheat marketing "study”. They 
complained about its lack of veri¬ 
fiability, but more important, they 
insisted that the focus should not 
be on selling prices, but on re¬ 
turns to the grower at the 
farmgate. They detailed a host of 
extra costs farmers incur for the 
privilege of the monopoly's sup¬ 
posed benefits, and concluded 
that they are not better off. Their 
revenue from barley would be 17 
per cent higher without the sin¬ 
gle desk. 

The new report, cynically 
timed for maximum impact on 


the barley referendum, tries to 
deal with Carter/Loyns. 

First, it complains that "the 
methodology upon which their 
cost estimates were based was 
not spelled out.” But if you read 
the work of Carter and Loyns, 
you will see their analysis me¬ 
ticulously explained. Demonstrat¬ 
ing distortions that result from 
monopoly is a proven tool in main¬ 
stream economics. 

It claims that some costs are 
"overstated", or "non-existent". It 
"assumes that administration 
costs are the same in the private 
sector.” It passes the buck on other 
costs, saying the Board doesn't 
control the development of new 
grains, or exorbitant charges at 
elevators, of port congesting. And 
wouldn't storage, cleaning and 
delays in payment cost just as 
much in an open market? And the 
taxpayers' tab, for financing the 
Board's huge loans? Why those 
aren't costs, they’re "benefits"! 

And on and on. The Wheat 
Board study never approaches the 
heart of the argument. Its mo¬ 
nopoly is crucial to a 50-year-old 
system loaded with high costs 
from top to bottom. A command 
economy does not work as well as 
one based on choice. 

The report admits that farm¬ 
ers lose some money with the 


single desk because of poor plant¬ 
ing decisions and the lack of cash 
options. But it asserts that these 
losses are much smaller than the 
gains, and says at the same time 
that policies to reduce them 
"should be explored further." If 
they're so inconsequential, why 
bother? 

Consider the real world. 

Even though their decisions 
are distorted by subsidies, barley 
farmers in the United States have 
done well under a system of mar¬ 
keting choices. A dual market in 
Australian barley works quite 
nicely. In six weeks of free barley 
marketingin Canada in 1993, four 
times the previous year's volume 
sold in the U.S.; prices fell like a 
stone after a court restored the 
Wheat Board's monopoly. 

How about a recent example? 
Just weeks ago, Alberta cancelled 
its pork board's marketing mo¬ 
nopoly. Prices quickly rose. To¬ 
day Alberta packers pay pork 
farmers a $20 premium per head. 
When buyers compete, the price 
to the producer goes up. No com¬ 
petition means lower prices all 
round. The same applies with 
barley. 

The Board is spending big 
money to convince barley grow¬ 
ers the world is about to end. 
Don't believe it.

musical connotations it implies a 
sense of unity, togetherness and 
co-operation. When applied to the 
GST, however, harmonization 
means coercion, confusion, cost 
and cover-up.

Part of the harmo¬ 
nization plan would force busi¬ 
nesses to hide the new harmo¬ 
nized sales tax (HST) in the price 
of the product or service being 
sold. Shopkeepers who make a 
mistake and sell a product with¬ 
out including the tax in the price 
would face fines, jail and a perma¬ 
nent criminal record. That's right, 
it's off to the gulag for those brave 
souls who would reveal how much 
tax Canadian consumers are pay¬ 
ing.

I can tell you 
without a shred of doubt in my 
mind that his life was saved by 
these nurses and staff. If they 
had not been on the ball three 
and a half years ago, he defi¬ 
nitely would not be with us 
today. I am eternally grateful 
for what they have done. But 
what will happen to my son in 
the future? It is simple. A nurse 
can only be in one place at one 
time. He will suffer, as will 
countless others who will have 
the misfortune of getting sick 
in this region. 

I walked away from this 
sham appalled that if we should

Hog waste research essential 


Dear Editor: 

The Mountain View Agricul¬ 
tural Planning Group continues 
it's examination of research done 
on the environmental effects of 
Industrial Agricultural Opera¬ 
tions, in particular the Hog In¬ 
dustry. 

The opposition is not to the 
industry itself but, rather the 
environmental effects on air and 
water quality that some mega hog 
operations have brought to a com¬ 
munity. We only have to look to 
our neighbours in the U.S. and 
their plight with respect to con¬ 
tamination of ground water and 
poor air quality to see the results 
of poor planning. Studies thus far 
have revealed a multitude of seri¬ 
ous problems that our current 
Code of Practice do not address 
and it's for these reasons we voice 
our concerns. 

The initial research and rules 
of practice presently in place were 
implemented years ago for 
smaller operations with 250 - 400 
sow capacity not mega operations 
10 - 20 times larger. It's akin to 
using the regulations governing 
small abattoir to govern the prac¬ 
tices of large packing plants such 
as Cargill or IBP. 

At this stage of the proposed 
operation we have the opportu¬ 
nity to better research the effects 
of such a mega project. Adding 
that as a community it's better to 
address the concerns before 
rather than after when it would 


be too late. 

As responsible members of the 
community we can not sit idly by 
and allow agricultural operations 
to put an intolerable environmen¬ 
tal burden upon our citizens. 

In the coming weeks we will 
release specific information from 
the research available. As well, 
the group will be announcing a 
Waste Management Seminar that 


will provide our citizens with the 
opportunity to discuss the pros 
and cons of having industrial hog 
production in their community.

“If we do put 2.5 million into 
1 the current ] school facility,” one 
audience member asked, “what 
are our chances of getting a new 
school in the future?” 

School board chair Susan 
Denischuk explained that 
Carstairs would be allowed to sub¬ 
mit a future bid for a new school if 
the approved 2.5 million allotment 
were put into renovations rather 
than toward a new building, but 
noted that with 20-25 new school 
requests approved annually out of 
an estimated 1,100 existing schools 
of corresponding vintage, Carstairs 
would go back down to the bottom 
of the waiting list and the wait 
would likely be a lengthy one. 

The 2.5 million dollars would 
not cover the estimated 5 million 
required to construct a new K to 
12 school facility; the commu¬ 
nity would be required to inves¬ 
tigate ways and means to raise 
the required balance. While the 
site is yet to be determined, the 
chance to relocate the school to 
the west side of the rail road tracks 
and the 2A Hwy and the general 
poor condition and cramped quar¬ 
ters of the 40-50 year-old facility 
were primary motivating factors. 

A survey recently issued by 
the Futures Committee affirmed 
community support to work col- 
laboratively in pursuit of a new 
school over simply renovating and 
upgrading the current facility. 

The question was asked: 
“What will happen to the exist¬ 
ing school building?”

The Carstairs Futures Com¬ 
mittee sought and received com¬ 
munity support to explore viable 
means and methods to build a 
new school at a meeting attended 
by hundreds of area residents 
February 5. 

The west gymnasium was filled 
to capacity, with many standing 
along the sides and back of the 
room. 

Two primary issues were held 
up for public scrutiny: First and 
foremost- did Carstairs want to 
pursue the goal of building a new 
school? Secondly, was there a 
majority in agreement with en¬ 
deavouring to construct commu¬ 
nity recreational facilities on the 
same site? 

Futures Committee co-chairs 
Ken Smith and Cathy Westlund 
and moderator Bob Krottner 
fielded a number of questions re¬ 
lating to plans by the Carstairs 
Curling Club to go ahead with 
plans to rebuild the shell around 
the current rink site, damaged 
by heavy snowfall over the win¬ 
ter. 

Concerns were expressed that 
proceeding with Curling Club 
construction plans would ham¬ 
per procurement of grant monies 
and fund-raising efforts by split¬ 
ting factions. 

Curling Club President Clint 
Kranzler told those in attend¬ 
ance that having recently re¬ 
ceived insurance funds claimed, 
the group planned to repair the 
damaged shell to get the club up 
and running for the upcoming 
season. He said the club backed 
the endeavors of the Futures Corn- 


dealt with by the Futures Com¬ 
mittee, would be a community 
decision. One possibility sug¬ 
gested included selling the facil¬ 
ity to a private developer for con¬ 
version into a seniors residence.

Thompson comments on 
jailed grain farmers 


On Friday, February 7, Red Deer Traffic Services held a check 
stop in the Town of Didsbury. 

Citations and violations recorded included: 62 seat belt tick¬ 
ets, two tinted windows, one expired licence plate and one 
warrant for arrest. 

"There are still a high number of drivers not wearing their 
seat belts," Didsbury Sgt. Ray Gaultier said.

Social Credit candidate Don 
McDonald, a father of five, placed 
family issues as the pivotal plank 
in his platform during a speech 
delivered February 2 at the 5-0 
club in Didsbuiy. 

“We have to stop being so pas¬ 
sive,” MacDonald said. “Strong 
healthy families mean a strong 
healthy province. As goes the fam¬ 
ily, so goes the culture. Family 
matters. Families must come 
first. Not unions. Not bureaucra¬ 
cies. Not special interest groups. 


Families.” 

MacDonald said the effect on 
families should be weighed be¬ 
fore policies are implemented. 

“I think every issue should be 
looked at, asking the question, 
‘Will this legislation help fami¬ 
lies or hurt families?’” 

MacDonald, a resolute propo¬ 
nent of the anti-abortion move¬ 
ment, went on record in support 
of pulling funding for abortion, 
equating the social structure to 
links in a chain. 

“A chain that’s only as strong 


as its weakest links- the unborn 
at one end and the elderly at the 
other, and we must try to protect 
each one of these- to protect the 
inherent right to life. If we cannot 
agree on that basic issue, the fun¬ 
damental protection of the inno¬ 
cents, I fear for our culture,” he 
said. 

MacDonald said the education 
system in the riding and in the 
province also concerns him. 

“Our education system is not 
preparing our children,” he said, 
adding, “Inferior educational 


standards will come back to haunt 
us. The bottom line is, you reap 
what you sow.” 

He also favors a farmer’s 
right to choose his own grain 
markets, and opposes the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board’s monopoly 
position. 

He also questioned the logic of 
regional boards governing area 
hospitals, sayingthat bureaucrats 


managing community health care 
centers from “many miles away” 
was impractical. 

A former Liberal MLA in the 
Three Hills riding, MacDonald, 
who won a bi-election called when 
Connie Osterman stepped down, 
subsequently shifted his alle¬ 
giance to the Social Credit party 
after losing a re-election bid in 
the 1993 campaign.

Who is Alan Reid? Ask him 
and he’ll tell you he is a farmer 
from the Cremona area. But 
ask him to show you, and you 
will be transported to a realm 
of beauty and imagination that 
catches one’s breath. 

Like many artists, Reid ’ s gift 
is shared by several family 
members. The home of Lita 
and Alan Reid is a virtual gal¬ 
lery of art works ranging from 
a custom built china cabinet 
inlaid with stained glass pan¬ 
els to a full-sized grandfather 
clock. 

There is scarcely a space left 
on walls which he built him¬ 
self, a skilled carpenter and 
wood worker along with tal¬ 
ents in etching and painting. 

On the backs of some paint¬ 
ings are ribbons earned at lo¬ 
cal art shows, but beating out 
the competition is not what 
motivates him. He says he con¬ 
tinues to try out new tech¬ 
niques and styles of expres¬ 
sion because he simply “en¬ 
joys doing it”. 

While he did take art les¬ 
sons to perfect his craft, he 
learned and honed his skills in 
stained glass works through 
trial and error. 

“I read about it in Reader’s 
Digest and I taught myself how 
to do it.” 


He uses the Tiffany method 
(and has, in fact, constructed sev¬ 
eral lamps including a massive 
rectangular light which ulti¬ 
mately found itself shining atop a 
dining area which shimmers with 
its creative and totally original 
illumination.) 

If one didn’t consider the 
amount of time required to com¬ 
plete each project, Reid could fash¬ 
ion a respectable cottage indus¬ 
try from commissioned projects, 
but he does them “as favors” to 
friends and loved ones instead. 
Besides, his wife interjected with 
a smile, “We still farm full time.” 

Reid now holds classes for 
those seeking to learn the craft of 
working with stained glass, but 
the next class in April is already 
booked to capacity. 

Reid has a story he shared that 
brought the interview to a merry 
conclusion. 

Acquiring the panels he needed 
to construct the stained glass win¬ 
dows in the Congregational Church, 
he found himself going far afield for 
the necessary materials. 

During one exchange he asked 
his American supplier if there 
wasn’t some place a little closer to 
home where he might find what 
he needed. 

There was a pause and then he 
was told: “There is a place in 
Canada you could try. I don’t know 


how far away from you it is, 
though.” 

Reid figured it was worth a try 
and asked for the name of the 


Canadian town. 

“I don’t know how to pro¬ 
nounce it,” came back the re¬ 
sponse, “but it’s spelled S-U- 


N-D-R-E.” 

Suffice it to say, Reid now 
shops for his stained glass ma¬ 
terial a little closer to home.

How’s it going, getting ready in the a.m. for another chilly win¬ 
ter day? You sure have to make sure that there is something sub¬ 
stantial in that stomach of yours, both for staying warm and for 
that brain to think properly. This recipe can be made the night 
before, to save a rush in the morning (one of your excuses not to 
eat much in the morning, right ?), so all you need to do is pop 
them in the oven as soon as you get up - just make sure you have 
time for 45 min. baking! 

Baked Granola Apples 

4 medium apples 2 Tbsp. honey 

2/3 c. granola 1/2 c. apple cider 

1/4 c. walnuts, chopped 1 c. plain yogurt 

2 Tbsp. wheat germ 

1. Preheat the oven to 350F. 

2. Take the core out of each apple. 

3. Mix together the granola, walnuts, wheat germ, and honey 
in a large bowl. 

4. Fill each apple with the granola mixture; top with any extra 
filling. 

5. Place the apples in an 8" square pan and pour the cider around 
the apples. 

6. Cover the pan with foil and seal edges tightly. 

7. Bake for 45 min. To test for doneness, pierce with a fork - if 
not quite soft, bake 15 min. longer. 

8. To serve, spoon any syrup from the cider over the apples and 
top with 3 Tbsp. of yogurt.

United Church was officially exchanged. Knox United Church board trustee Cliff Eckstrand 
(left) presented the title for “Block One” to George Grisack, President of the Westcott Com¬ 
munity Club. A cairn will be erected on the site where the Westcott Community Church 
once stood, and the extra land will allow for cemetery expansion. 


A fond look back 

The legal land description reads: Plan 8910124, Block 1, 

Lot 1, Title number 961 306 857. But until just a very few 
years ago, the land description was simply: “the junction 
of the Dog Pound River and the fire guard”. 

The building committee of the original church, which 
opened in 1902 held the cost down to exactly $291.11- plus 
an extra four dollars for a stove to heat the building. Origi¬ 
nally a Presbyterian church, the little church became the 
Westcott United church in 1925. From May 5 1946 through 

November 1947, services were relocated to the Westcott_ 

School Building. Why? Because on April 30, 1946, the 

Westcott United Church was consumed by fire and burned to the ground. 

Figures outlining the cost of the church constructed to replace the original were not available, but it is 
known that opening and dedication day fell on Sunday August 29, 1948. An addition was attached to the 
south end of the church in the mid 60s, which served until the church closed its doors for the final time on 
June 25, 1989 

The church building was moved to the Madden area in 1995 and now houses the base for a wild life 
preserve. Having come from a site overlooking the Dog Pound Creek Valley, some might say it is a fitting 
tribute that a building, once a sanctuary amidst nature’s splendour, now affords sanctuary to some of 
nature’s more splendid creatures.

More slips and falls occur in 
the bathroom than in any other 
room in your house. 

"Splish splash" can result in 
you taking a crash. 

Even if you do manage to stay 
standing, there's always the 
chance of a mishap with medica¬ 
tion, an electrical injury, a burn 
or drowning. 

The slippery surfaces of bath¬ 
tubs, shower stalls and tile floors 
can become arenas for sporting 
events - just add soap and water. 
To avoid slips and falls, use rub¬ 
ber mats or non-skid safety strips 
in bathing areas. Installation of a 
grab bar is especially helpful for 
anyone who is physically un¬ 
steady. Towel rings, racks, cur¬ 
tain rods and other accessories 
should be well secured in case 
you need to grab them for sup¬ 
port. Bath mats with rubberized 
backing are great for outside of 


the tub. They stop you from slip¬ 
ping and soak up the bubbles of 
an over-indulgent bather to boot! 

Bathers beware: test the wa¬ 
ter temperature with your hands 
and not your toes before entering 
the bath or shower. Toe-testers 
are liable to pull their feet back 
too quickly and lose their footing. 
Because it only takes two seconds 
for 65 degrees Celsius (150 de¬ 
grees fahrenheit) water to cause 
second-degree burns, ensuring a 
good mix of cold and hot water is 
essential. The water temperature 
demands even more considera¬ 
tion if you are bathing a child. 
You may consider lowering the 
temperature on your heater while 
your children are very young. 

A child should never be left 
unsupervised in a bathtub. 

In the time it takes to col¬ 
lect fresh towels from the linen 
closet, a child could slip under 


the surface and drown. 

Electrical appliances such as 
the hair dryer and electric razor 
should not be used with wet hands 
near water. Plug-in appliances 
should be stored where they can't 
fall into the sink or tub. If you 
haven't already, you may want to 
consider installing a ground fault 
circuit interrupter in your bath¬ 
room to protect against shocks. 

It may seem logical, but stor¬ 
ing drugs in the medicine cabinet 
may not be the best choice. Cabi¬ 
nets tend to lock in moisture and 
heat which can damage certain 
prescriptions. Many cabinets are 
also within a child's reach. 

Any medication that has passed 
its expiry date should be disposed 
of immediately as well as any 
medicines which are no longer 
needed. The remaining medica¬ 
tions should be organized in such 
a fashion that you can distinguish

Lighters fail safely tests 


Health Canada is warning consumers not to use 
Turbojet windproof lighters. Tests have shown that 
the lighters do not meet safety regulations as they 
can have sudden increases in flame height, may 
leak fuel, and may continue to bum for more than 
four seconds after the gas lever is released. There 
have been no reports of injuries. 

The lighters were sold across Canada, and may 
still be offered for sale in some stores displayed on 
plastic trays marked Turbojet Flameless Lighters. 


The lighters are refillable and come in metal cas¬ 
ings of various plain or silver colors with an em¬ 
bossed design of a flying eagle or eagle head or a 
dragon on the body of the lighter. The lighters are 
marked "Made in China". 

Health Canada advises consumers to stop using 
these lighters immediately and dispose of them in 
accordance with local laws. 

Parents are reminded to keep lighters and 
matches out of sight and reach of children.

Reader salts Good ate teases him no choice 


Dear Editor: 

Ralph Goodale has left me with 
no choice but to vote for an open 
barley market. I don't want to re¬ 
strict the rights of farmers who pre¬ 
fer Wheat Board pooling, but I just 
cant afford the losses. 

In reality, farmers have already 
voted. Two-thirds ofall barley grown 
in Western Canada is sold on the 
open domestic feed barley market. 
But our choices are also limited in 
the open market because we can 
only sell in Canada. This artifically 
discounts the price of our feed bar¬ 
ley. We can see higher prices in other 
markets, but can't take advantage of 
them. The Wheat Board'spooled pric¬ 
ing system sets an artificial ceiling 
on domestic prices because we can t 
sell our barley to the highest bidder. 

Since feed barley is undervalued, 
we grow more malt ing barley varie¬ 


ties than the customer needs. Only 
15 per cent is selected for malting, 
but we risk the higher production 
costs for the change of a better re¬ 
turn. In this malt lottery farmers 
take all the risk, because maltsters 
can reject our shipments at any time 
without penalty. 

So, in summary, we have a sys¬ 
tem that discounts the price of feed 
barley - which is about 85 per cent of 
production - and dangles the carrot 
of a malt premium for the remaining 
15 per cent of production; provided 
of course that farmers take all the 
risk. 

Some will say that an open barley 
market would be catastrophic. This 
of course ignores the overwhelming 
success of non-Board commodities 
like canola and the growing list of 
specialty crops. Some will argue that 
farmers still need the security blan- 


Accountability Questioned 


Dear Editor: 

I write in response to a common 
question being asked by farmers 
about Bill C-72, the amendments to 
theCanadian Wheat Board Act which 
are now before Parliament. 

To whom will the Canadian 
Wheat Board (CWB) be account¬ 
able? 

Throughout its history of nearly 
62 years, the CWB has been a Crown 
Corporation with the national and 
international status of "an Agent of 
Her Mqjesty" - solely accountable to 
the Parliament of Canada. 

The CWB will no longer be a 
Crown Corporation or an Agent of 
Her Majesty. It will become a "Mixed 
Enterprise" with accountability both 
to Parliament and also to farmers 
directly. 

As an Agent of Her Majesty, ac¬ 
countable only to Parliament, this 
type ofbroad guarantee for the CWB 
was automatic. As a Mixed Enter¬ 
prise - under a new governance sys¬ 
tem and with other lines of account¬ 
ability - the old guarantee is not 


automatic. It has to be written into 
the new law, as Bill C-72 does, with 
appropriate safeguards to protect the 
taxpayers who underwrite that guar¬ 
antee. 

Some people are callingfor a lesser 
degree of accountability to Parlia¬ 
ment. For example, they argue that 
the Government of Canada should 
play no role whatsoever in selecting 
the CWB's chief executive officer. 
When Bill C-72 is studied clause-by- 
clause by the House of Commons 
Standing Committee on Agriculture 
and Agri-Food, this suggestion will 
be given detailed consideration. The 
Committee will need to weigh very 
carefully the pros and cons of having 
fewer safeguards for taxpayers 
against having a less comprehensive 
financial guarantee. 

I will be listening very carefully 
for the Committee's advice on this 
important point.

Safety 


It’s strange in this job you get to hear about the 
"close calls" and tragedies happening on farms, sto¬ 
ries usually starting with "my neighbour" or "my 
uncle." One of my neighbours was jumping on a 
round bale that refused to go into the tub grinder. 
His 10-year-old son had to turn off the tractor after 
his dad and the bale went through. In this instance, 
as in most, we hear these stories from someone who 
knows or cares about the victim. 

These stories all have valuable safety messages. 
When we can put a face to a safety tip, we have a 
better chance of following the advice. Why do we 
laugh or whisper about our "close calls" but never sit 
down and talk about what went wrong or how we 
could have prevented it. Is it that we hate to admit 
we were careless, wrong or unsafe? Or is it we fail to 
recognize the power these stories of our experience 
hold? There is little more compelling than listening 
to a farm injury victim. These are people with first 
hand knowledge of how not to do something and 
why. 

It is a good idea not to be pre-occupied when 


operating machineiy or working with animals, but 
the odd picture fleeting through our minds of peo¬ 
ple who did not get away with it is a powerful safety 
incentive. 

For those of us who have been involved in a farm 
accident and lived to tell about it there is the knowl¬ 
edge that although our "accident” and the result 
may be unchangeable, what we do or say about it can 
keep someone else from experiencing the same pain 
and grief. One farm family in Mountain View keeps 
a binder of farm injury stories and newly hired 
workers are invited to read it. "I never knew that 
could happen" is a frequently heard response to 
these readings. 

It is time to say "this is how it happened and this 
is why." We need to let others know in the hope that 
at least one tragedy can be averted. 

If you have a story about a farm injury or 
death, or about some innovative safety idea, 
send it to Mountain View Partners for Farm 
Health and Safety, 4500 - 50 Avenue, Olds 
College, T4H 1R6.
